ing through a game is such fun that} 
rules are taken as sweets and not as! 
‘medicine. 

Choose one child to be the plate 
and ask him to take his stand in the’ 
front of the room. The plate then! 
chooses the knife and fork. The chil- 
dren who rep: nt these must go to; 
their proper places, one to the right, 
the other to the left, of the plate. If; 
they make a mistake, others may be; 
chosen. 

The knife then says, “I need a 
spoon.” The child who represents 
the spoon must go to the right of the 
knife. The fork then asks for an-! 
other fork, which may be the salad, 
or pie fork. It is best to keep the 
table arrangement simple, as many} 
homes do not have elaborate service. 

The .plate may then decide what 
elsé he needs to complete the service. 
If the child cannot -do this, questions 
should be asked of the class to see 
who will remember that the glass 
and the bread and butter plate have 
not been added. “As the children are 
selected, they go to the place they 
would occupy on the table, until the 
most necessary articles have been 
gathered and are represented by chil- 
dren standing in well-spaced and cor- 
rect positions. Then if suggestions 
are asked for, from the class, a few 
more things may be added, such as 
the cream and sugar dishes, a nap 
kin and extra dishes as desired.

A Canadian Landscape Rug. 

Last summer in Evanston, Illinois, 
I was able to purchase a very charm- 
ing, hooked rug that is thought ‘to 
be over 100 years old. It was made 
fin Canada and the design shows the 
‘St. Lawrence River, the Heights of 
Quebec and the Lookout Tower on the 
nearer side of the river, where is now 
the town: of Levis. 

The time of day is sunset, whic 
gave the maker a chance for inter- 
esting \color effects. We see the 
bright reflection upon the water, 
tinting, too, the sails of the boat on 
the river, the delicate tones of the 
opposite shore and the brilliancy of 
the golden glow topping the heights.

You 
know, I never thought I shéuld 
meet the Hudson Bay Company out- 
side a book. I've read about it 
thousands of times, 

“We sang in some _ queer little 
tiny towns out in the prairie coun- 
try. In some of them people had 
been waiting 24 hours in the suow 
to get a seat to hear us. You see, 
the whole thing to them was the 
fact that our choir existed and 
sang 600 ‘years ago, long before old 
Columbus discovered America at all 
—and that means Canada also."’ 

The Dean of Windsor, who was 
vainly trying to light a pipe on the” 
whistling deck of the Minnedosa, 
told me his impressions of Canada 
in unqaulified terms. 

“If I’ were a youngster J should 
go out there without hesitation,” 
he remarked. ‘Canada is less Am-| 
ericanized than we are here, in 
England. They are a great people 
and, unlike Americans, they can 
think deeply for themselves. Their} 
standard of education is very high} 
at the universities and in ih# arts 
they have very distinct ideas of) 
their own.”

Expansion of trade between Can-|- 
ada and Cuba is to be expected as the 
result of arrangements which have 
recently been made between the two 
countries for the extension of mutual, 
trade preferences. Through negotia-| 
tions, made on the one hand by the 
Canadian Minister of Finance while 
on a visit to Cuba, Canada will receive 
preferential treatment from Cuba and 
the products of that country will be 
admitted to Canada on terms similar to 
those extended to France and other 
favored nations. 

The most friendly relations have 
existed between Canada and Cuba and 
there-has been evidence for some time! 
on the part of ‘the-Rapublic of a pro-! 
nounced inclination towatds,.forming 
closer ties in a trade way. Of \. 
Canada has not been slow to take ad- 
vantage. It has been a simple matter 
of negotiation, since the products of

Let us walk down the stairway 
of the ages and spend ‘& few mom- 
ents with tree dwellers, the first of 
primitive humans, Dinner is just 
being served and we are hospitably 
invited to sit down. The first 
thing we notice is the utter ab- 
sence of chaits or tables, #The 
first’ course is a piece of ‘raw ‘veni- 
son or bear and then comes a 
handful of nuts and berries. Water 
is handed to us ina _ big stone 
bowl and we drink copiously. If 
we stay for supper we share the 
same menu. Being unused to 
climbing we are quite tired when 
we have descended: from the great 
tree. We are certainly glad that 
we are living in the jwonderful 
twentieth century rather than in 
those dark ages. 4 

Tam at a loss te understand 
how.men and women could . poss- 
ibly.feel at home in trees, but 
since necessity was a very affect- 
ive teacher they soon adapted them- 
selves to their surroundings, What 
a remorselessly hard struggle man 
must have had with the wifd beasts 
that. constantly beset his . path? 
What a fight he must have waged 
to keep body and soul together? 
Yet up in the trees man built twig 
and leaf huts to keep off the-rain. 
What a poor shelter they must have 
afforded? 

The men. took to the caves be- 
éause they afforded a refuge which 
could be reached without laborious 
climbing and which were safer in 
high winds. It is quite likely that 
several families lived together in a 
sihgle cluster of caves, The  ex+ 
changing of ideas now went on 
more rapidly” than ever. The use 
of caves awakened man to realize 
the protective value of roof-and wall 
and inspired him to build artifictal 
caves. ‘Holes under “overhanging 
banks ang precipices led to the 
building of houses with roofs ex- 
tending beyond the rambling walls.

Saved Six Million Men. 

Lister's discovery eltered all that. 
He had the joy, too, of seeing his great 
discovery become incorporated in sur- 
gical science. It has been said that 
if those wounded in the war, who owed 
their recovery and lives to Lister, were 
formed up, a vast army of six millions 
would hail him as_their saviour. 

His life is not only immensely in- 
terestfhg, but holds a great inspiration. 
His forebears were quakers, and plain 
tradesmen and freemen of the City of 
London. From his father, whose work 
and investigations in optics gained a 
Fellowship of the Royal Society, he in- 
herited & love of science, and whilst ' 
still at school he wrote essays on““The 
Human Structure,” and similar sub- 
jects. He dissected fish and smail ant- 
mals, and articulated their skeletons. 
Then, sti a child, he suddenly an- 
nounced that when he grew up ~he 
would be a surgeon.

His father 
discouraged him at first, but when it 
was clear that the boy’s bent was to 
surgery he raised no further obstacle. 
And for that we may be glad. At the 
age of seventeen young Lister started 
his studies at University College, Lon- 
don. 

Nothing would turn him from his 
goal. He\took his B.A. degree, and 
then began his medical studies in grim 
earnest at University College Hospital. 
He began his study of surgery shortly 
after the discovery of anaesthetics, 
and he was present at the first opera- 
tion at which ether was used. 

He welcomed that as eliminating one 
shocking element in operations—the 
pain inflicted—but his heart was sad- 
dened‘ when he folldwed up bis cases 
in the wards and saw the deaths that 
came from septic ahd gangrened 
wounds, Not long afterwards he read 
a paper before the Hospital Medical 
Sociéty. on “Hospital Gangrene”—the 
first step towards his goat of antiseptic 
surgery. 


Gospel of Cleanliness.
